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Suggestions  on  tbe  use  of  tbe  G^cle 


The  cycles  as  outlined  in  this  leaflet,  together 
with  the  preliminary  pages,  have  features  in  com¬ 
mon  with  the  cycles  now  used  by  student  move¬ 
ments  in  different  parts  of  the  world.  The  following 
explanations  and  suggestions  may  be  of  assistance 
to  those  who  use  the  Cycle: 

1.  The  “Calls,”  “Conditions,”  and  “Assur¬ 
ances,”  given  in  the  first  pages  should  be  read 
thoughtfully  and  prayerfully  many  times  during 
the  year. 

2.  The  “Monthly  Cycle”  indicates  the  parts  of 
the  world  for  which  we  may  pray  on  each  day 
of  the  month.  It  is  understood,  of  course,  that 
this  cycle  is  to  be  gone  over  each  month  of  the 
year.  It  will  give  more  definiteness  and  meaning 
to  our  prayers  if  we  look  at  a  map  of  the  field  for 
which  we  are  praying  and  also  find  out  some  of 
the  main  facts  about  the  field  ;  for  example,  the 
number  of  Christians  and  non-Christians,  the  pre¬ 
vailing  form  of  religion,  the  great  evils,  the  special 
obstacles  to  the  spread  of  the  Gospel,  the  need  of 
more  Christian  workers,  special  encouragements. 

3.  The  “  Weekly  Cycle”  indicates  a  number  of 
objects  for  which  we  may  pray  on  each  day  of  the 
week.  This  cycle  is  to  be  gone  over  each  week 
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throughout  the  year.  Should  it  be  found  that  there 
are  too  many  objects  of  prayer  to  be  taken  up 
properly  each  day,  it  is  suggested  that  they  be 
divided  and  spread  over  two  or  more  weeks. 

4.  It  will  be  noticed  in  connection  with  the 
Weekly  Cycle  that  on  the  page  devoted  to  each 
day  there  is  blank  space.  This  has  been  left  in 
order  that  each  person  using  the  Cycle  may  fill  in 
personal  requests.  As  fast  as  these  requests  are 
answered,  the  date  of  the  answer  may  be  noted  in 
the  margin.  If  additional  space  is  required  for  per¬ 
sonal  requests  and  answers,  pieces  of  paper  may  be 
pasted  between  the  leaves. 

5.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Cycle  be  used  at  the 
time  of  the  Morning  Watch.  Thousands  of  stu¬ 
dents  and  Christian  workers  all  over  the  world 
unite  in  this  watch.  Those  who  observe  it  spend 
half  an  hour,  or  more,  the  first  thing  in  the  day,  in 
devotional  Bible  study  and  secret  prayer. 

6.  In  using  the  Cycle,  too  much  care  cannot  be 
taken  to  avoid  the  following  perils:  Formality, 
irregularity,  haste,  indolence,  insufficient  prepara¬ 
tion,  limiting  our  prayers  to  intercession. 

7.  It  would  wonderfully  increase  the  power  of 
each  one  using  the  Cycle  if  he  would,  during  the 
year,  make  a  careful  devotional  study  of  the  Bible 
with  reference  to  prayer,  and  thus  bring  to  bear 
upon  his  own  life  its  prayer  teachings,  conditions, 
promises,  and  examples.
